Gives the Harvard Young flen Some 


Good Advice About Their 


College Duties. 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., June 28. — At . 


the banquet at Harvard this afternoon 
'President Roosevelt spoke as 'follows: 


"A great university like this has two 


.especial functions. The first is to produce 
a small number of scholars of the highest 
, rank, a small number of men who, ID 
science and literature, or in art, will dc 
-productive work of the first class. Tin 
second is to send .out into the world a 
•very large number of men who ^never 
could achieve, and who ought not to try 
to achieve, such a position in the field of 
scholarship, hut whose energies are to be 
felt in every other form of activity: and 
who .should go out from our doors with 
the balanced development of body, of 
mind, and above ail, of character, which 
shall fit them to do wc-rli both honorable 
and efficient. 


"Much of the effort to accomplish the 


first function, that of 
developing men 


capable of productive scholarship, as dis- 
tinguished from merely imitative, anno- 
tative. or - pedagogic scholarship, must 
_como through »he graduate school. 
The 


law school and medical school do ad- 
mirable work in fitting men for special 
professions, but they in no shape or way 
. supply any .shortcomings in the grad- 
uate school any more than does the col- 
• leere proper, the college of the undergrad- 
: uaias. The ideal for the graduate school 
!and for those undergraduates who are to 
go into it must be the ideal of high schol- 
.arly production, which 
is to 
be dis- 


tinguished in the sharpest fashion from 


Is in itself the-fullest and amplest re- 
ward "to the man" producing it. We out- 
siders should ac9ording to our ability aid 
him in every way to produce it. Yet all 
that we can do is but little compared 
to what he himself can and must do. 
The spirit of the. scholar is the vital 
factor in the productive scholarship o£ 
the country. 
"So much for the first function of the 


university, the sending forth of a smal 
number of scholars of the highest rank 
who will do productive work of the firsl 
class. 
Now turn to the second, and 


what may Jje called the normal, function 
of the college, the function of turning 
out each year many hundreds of men 
who shall possess the trained intelli- 
gence, and -especially the character, that 
will enable them to hold high the re- 
nown of this ancient seat of learning by 
doing useful service for the nation. It 
is not 'my purpose to discuss at length 
what should be done in Harvard to pro- 
duce ths right spirit among the men who 
SO out ot Harvard, but rather to speak 
of what this spirit should be. Nor shall 
I speak of the exceptions, the men to 
wnom college life 
is a disadvantage. 


Kandolphe, of Roanoke, he*4pf the biting 
tongue, once' remarked of an opponent 
that he reminded him of certain tracts 
of land 'which were almost worthless by 
nature, and became entirely so by cul- 
tivation.' Of course, If in any individual 
university training produces a taste for 
refined idleness, a distaste fi 
effort, a barren Intellectual arrogance, 
or a sense of supercilious aloofness from 
the world of real men who do the world's 
real work, then it has harmed that in- 


for the alumni, the rnon who are at-work 
out :in" the .great world. Of course .the 
man's fitbt duty is to himself and to 
those immediately dependent upon him. 
Unless ^he can pull his own weight he 
must be content to remain a passenger 
all his life. But we have a, right to ex- 
pect ;that the men who come out of. Har- 
var.d.-will do something more than merely 
pull: their own weight.''- We have a right 
to expect that they will count as posi- 
tive forces for the betterment of their 
fellow-countrymen; and they can thus 
count only if they combine the power 
of'devotion to a lofty ideal'with, practi- 
cal common sense in striving to realize 
this ideal. 


"This nation never stood in greater 


need than now of having among its lead- 
ers men- of lofty ideals, which they try 
to live up to and. not merely to talk of. 
We need men with these ideals in_ public 
life, and we need them :3ust as much'in 
business and in such a profession"as -the 
law. We can by statute, establish only 
those exceedingly rough lines of morality, 
tha overpassing -of which ..means that 
the man is in jeopardy of the constable 
or the sheriff. 
But the nation is badly 


off if. in addition ,to this there is not 
a very much higher-, standard of conduct, 
a standard impossible effectively to es- 
tablish by statute, but one upon which 
the Community as a whole, and espe 
cially the real leaders of the'community, 
insist.

be almost a total loss to the shippers, 
as there is no local market and no 
steamship to transport them 
to the 


coast. Efforts were made to haie the 
surplus shipped via Honolulu on

Alameda, but arrangements could not 
be made 
No blame attaches to the 
Matson Navigation Company, as Agent 
Guard after canvassing the shippers 
reserved space only for 7000 bunches, 
but when the tramloads of fruit ar- 
rived the warehouse was deluged The 
loss falls principally on the Hilo Mer- 
cantile Company, Limited, and some 
of the largest Japanese shippers 
It has since been discovered that

the work done and materials' delivered on 
the ground the sums of money paid and 
actually due at the time of abandonment— 
the materials on the ground thenceforth 
to be the property of the owner. 
The Court holds that the contentions of 
Deamer & Stetson, attorneys for Mr. Ox- 
nard, should be sustained, and in passing 
upon section 1200 asserts that its lan- 
guage is uncertain and difficult to inter- 
gret; that an 
abandoned, 
uncompleted 
ullding is not worth its proportion of the 
total contract price: 
that 
the 
owner 
should not be obliged to accept the mate- 
rials delivered on the ground, and, finally 
that the sum to which the material men 
and mechanics should be limited is to be 
obtained by deducting the reasonable co&t 
of the building from the contract price, 
the owner having the privilege, of com- 
pleting the building himself.

there .will be no such thing in 
Siam. Hi's Majesty of Siam is letting 
the gamblers down easily.

ed in last year and declared gambling 
Illegal In one-third of his kingdom. 
This year he placed the royal ban on 
games of chance in the second, third 
aind next year the remaining fraction 
will come under the anti-gambling law. 
And laws in Siam, according to Mr. 
King, are observed in spirit and to the 
letter. 
5 There Is much cholera In Bangkok at 


certain seasons. 
Smallpox also is preva- 


lent in the land. Three months ago the 
Government established at Bangkok a 
well-equipped bacteriological laboratory, 
and shortly before Mr. King left 75,000 
people had been vaccinated. The cholera 
problem is 
also 
receiving attention. 


Bangkok's water supply is not very good, 
but within a few months this will be 
remedied. Artesian water, free from all 
Impunity, has been found in unlimited 
quantity, and before long the people of 
Bangkok will be able 
to 
slake their 


thirst without the necessity of swallow- 
irg cholera and other microbes. 


Siam borrowed 55,000,000 a little while 


ago. 
The whole amount was subscribed 


eight times over in thirty minutes. These 
bonds constitute the country's sole in- 
debtedness. 


COUNTRY IS RICH. 


In the harbor at Bangkok there Is an 


average depth of seventy-five feet and 
the largest liners flnfl no difficulty in go- 
ing up the gulf sixty miles farther from 
the sea.

NEW-YORK, June 28.—Walter Christie 


has completed the construction of the 
most remarkable automobile ever built .in 
this country. It is a direct, drive car, 
with four cylinder engines driving direct 
into the hubs of the front wheels and 
similar engines driving direct into the 
hubs of the rear wheels. The engines 
take the place of the two axles and the 
driver sits between them. 
The car Is 


practically a double-ender and will travel 
as fast backward as forward, though 
steering is done with the forward wheels 
only. 
Either engine may be operated 


independently of the other and either is 
calculated to give a speed of a mile in 
fifty seconds. The combined power will 
be about 130 horse. 


The car is built low, the wheel base is 


short and the weight is only 2,100 pounds.

The Law and the Automobile. 


James H. Campbell, District Attorney of Santa Clara county, dis- 


putes the constitutionality of the automobile law enacted by the last 


• Legislature in so far as the right to run automobiles over all public 
roads is concerned. 
Under pretense of regulating the running of 


automobiles on all roads outside of cities incorporated under charter, 
the law attempted to ovende all county ordinances passed by boards of 
supervisors. 


By ordinance, the Supervisors of Santa Clara county have tor- 


bidden the running of automobiles on the Mount Hamilton road. Mr. 
Campbell says this ordinance is still valid and in force notwith- 
standing the act passed by the last Legislature, and he gives notice 
that he will prosecute all who violate it. The use of automobiles on 
the Mount Hamilton road is fraught with peculiar danger to persons 
riding in vehicles drawn by horses because the highway is a mountain 
o-rade with many turns. 
A plunge by a frightened horse over the 


orade at numerous points would hurl a whole party to destruction. 
° 
The effort of District Attorney Campbell to enforce the ordinance 


in Santa Clara county will be watched with interest elsewhere, for the 
automobSe question is becoming acute in other localities. 
Chauffeurs 


habitually bid defiance to both the State law and local regulations m 
regard to speeding their machines. They do worse, for many of them 
dash reddessly through groups of vehicles drawn by horses, which 
frequently become frantic with fright at the noise and aspect of the 
strange objects. The chauffeur takes the road all to himself regardless 
of the law, the rights of others and lie danger he causes. The speed 
mania which seems to take possession of the atrtotnobilist appears to 
make him utterly indifferent to the rights and safety of others. 


The automobile question has become acute m Yosermte Valley 


this season. Several bad accidents, due to autos dashing by teams on 
the narrow grades on the roads arotrnd the valley, have been narrowly 
averted. Only presence of mind and prompt action, coupled with 
luck, kept frightened teams from plunging over steep grades. Although 
no serious accident has thus far occurred a number of people have 
been terribly frightened by the imminent perfl to which they were 
suddenly exposed 


The serious part of the mattter is that automobile owners view 


these frights and dangeis with indifference—sometimes with amuse- 
ment even. 
"If- your horse gets frightened at an automobile don't 


drive him, but leave him at home," is their way of dismissing con- 
troversy on the subject 
The public will not have it dismissed so 


cavalierly. 
Men who wantonly imperil the lives of others and reck- 


lessly violate regulations provided for the public safety should be 
made to obey the law even if stern measures have to be resorted to 
Moreover, they must be made to respect the rights of others and the 
canons of decency. It must be somehow forced into their head: 
that the public highways were not constructed for the exclusive use o 
persons with money enough to buy an automobile and crazy enough 
to see how fast they can run it.

He characterizes them as gaudy, vulgarized 
counterfeits of the real thing, being wholly distinct in design, plan 
and material from the structures erected by the early Spanish friars, 
who budded wisely with the materials at hand for the purpose they 
lad in view. They used adobe, tiles and massive timbers for their 
Buildings, which were distinguished by ample spaces and large courts, 
hese features being dictated by climatic conditions and the need for 
arge housing room. The so-called modern mission type of building 
s a cheap thing of stucco and frame scantling destitude of wide, cool 
corridors and large patios. 


Mr. Lummis gives this opinion of them in the last number of hy 


magazine: 


"Southern California is infested and vulgarized with cheap imita- 


tions of an architecture so noble, so pure, so sincere that it has world-. 
wide fame, and the imitations are so cheap and so 'tinhorn' that there 
are no tolerable words to define them. There is not yet in California 
a single building of that 'school' fit for a moment to compare architec- 
turally with the thing those gray-robed friars built in the wilderness 
more than a century ago, without 'labor,' materials or money. Each 
imitation is a little worse than the other; and the Riverside School is 
rather worse than all the others put together." 


Every lover of purity of form and classicism of style will say amen. 


to Mr. Lummis' criticism. The passion for making a New England 
cottage look on the outside something like a mission church has 
bastardized and degraded a noble type of primitrw 
architecture 


peculiar to the land and its earliest European settlers. The imitations' 
now being erected are as different from the missions built by the 
Spanish., friars as the people who erect them are from the early mis- 
sionaries. These people call their nondescript creations "artistic." 
They defy both sentiment and taste, and are about as appropriate as 
would be a stable modeled after St. Peter's.

Employes of the Chinese Bureau are 
under charges referred to Washington 
by their superiors.. Chief Watchman

rough treatment of Chinese in the de- 
tention sheds, and Watchman Al Dl!- 
ley must stand an Investigation into 
his manner of bringing goods ashore 
from vessels lying at the Mail dock. 
Dilley has been suspended, pending 
the decision in his case. 


Chief 
Watchman 
Blackburn 
ha.' 
been chief of the watch at the Mail 
dock for sortie 
time, 
and 
charges 
against him have been a common oc- 
currence, every Chinese tiat consid- 
ered himself injured taking the oppor- 
tunity to file accusations which have 
several times resulted In light pun- 
ishment for indiscretion 
The present 
charge Is one arising- from alleged ill 
treatment of a Chinese merchant held 
until his papers could be looked into. 


Dilley's offense is of a more serious 
character. He is charged with he'.ping 
seamen on the steamer Doric tc get 
goods ashore which are not allowed to 
be landed except by permission of the 
customs officers. He has been in trou- 
ble before, owing, it is said, to his in- 
tractable temper and his contempt of 
regulations. The charges against him 
are the result of the report of Chief 
Watchman Blackburn and it is strong- 
ly suspected that both men have taken 
a personal quarrel into the department 
and that the charges against each 
emanate from trouble long brewing 
between them.

beginning at 1:30 o'clock p. m. 
An elaborate display ,of fireworks 


on the west shore of Lake Merritt in 
the evening at S o'clock. 
Those features were reported on by 


sub-committees at the meeting last 
night of the Fourth of July Commit- 
tee over which D. C. Brown pre- 
sided. 


FINANCES. 


Theodore Gier of the Finance Com- 


mittee reported that S4.000 had been 
subscribed. 
The subscriptions 
were 


not coming in as liberal as had been 
expected. 
Some, of the larger sub- 


scriptions of last year were cut in 
to by reason of the number of cele- 
brations which were to be held on 
that day. If the chairmen of the sev- 
eral committees used good judgment, 
however, there would be just as good 
a celebration as there had been in 
the past. He did not want any deficit 
to be created. 


AFTERNOON AND EVENING. 
Fred Sinclair, for the Afternoon and 
Evening 
Committee • said that that 


committee had arranged the best pro- 
gram which had ever been prepared 
for such 
occasions. 
The 
expense 


would be only $1,400 instead of $1,500 
which was expended last year. 


BELl. AND MONEY. 


A. G. Bell of the Regatta Commit- 


tee said 'there would be seven events 
and each of them would be star per- 
formances. 


Secretary Walker said that he did 
not think it advisable to hear from 
Mr. Bell because, he felt, Mr. Bell 
would want more money for his pare 
of the show. 


Mr. Bell replied that he had cut 


down his demands for money before 
coming to the committee and of his 
own motion when he heard In what 
condition the finances were. He de- 
clared, however, that 
the 
regatta 


would, In every sense, be worthy of 
praise and would attract, wide atten- 
tion. 


The regatta will be under the aus- 


pices of the Pacific Amateur Rowing 
Association and will comprise the fol- 
lowing: 


Senior skiff, three entries. 
Junior skiff, three entries. 
Pair-oared out rigger, two entries. 
Junior barge, two entries. 
Senior shell, two entries. 
Senior barge, two entries. 
Intermediate, two entries. 


CYCLE AND SWIMMING. 


A. B. Moffitt who represented, the 


cycle and swimming events, said there 
would be three swimming events and 
in each of them there would be from 
ten to fifteen entries.

A. O. Moffitt said that there would be 
a number of wheel entries, some of the 
men coming from 
Sacramento.

mile for men who never raced before, an 
event for Oakland, one-third of a mile, 
and an open scratch for the same dis- 
tance. 


Mr. Pembroke said that the flroworlts. 
at night, would be discharged from a 
strip of land near 
Thirteenth street 


which was separated from the western 
shore by a stretch of water. 
He sug- 
gested the roping of Thirteenth street 
at Oak street. 


A. H. Schlueter said the fireworks dis- 
play would be the best which had ever 
been witnessed in this city and would be 
worth the attention of everybody.

DECORATIONS. 


Chairman Farweil said that the Deco- 


ration Committee would erect flags and 
in liberal quantities on all the streets on 
which the procession would move. 
He 


thought that $500 would be required for 
the purpose. 
Five hundred more flags 


would bo put this year than were used 
before. 


A. H. Schlueter dftered 
to decorate 
gratis, the headquarters of the commit- 
tee and the offer was received with ap- 
plause. 


LITERARY 
EXERCISES. 


The Literary Committee reported that 
it had completed Its program for the en- 
tertainment In the Macdonough after the 
procession and that the features - would 
be published in a day' or two. 


The Committee on Press was authorized 
to

cises around and on Lake Merritt. 


SL.OAT MONUMENT. 


Major E. A Sherman cast a look fpr- 
ward ,to the next Fourth of July and. said 
that would be the sixtieth anniversary of 


the raising of the United States flag at 
Monterey and that that event would be 
followed by a series of similar celebra- 
tions throughout the State. 
He told of 
the sending of a stone, by the Mexican 
War Veterans of Texas to be incorporated 
in the Sloat Monument at 
Monterey, 
which is fully set forth in the following: 
"At the recent annual meeting of the 
Texas Association 
of Veterans of the 
Mexican War, held at Dallas, Texas, the 
fallowing 
resolution 
was 
unajoimous-ly 
adopted: .

. 


"Resolved, 
That in compliance with 
the flattering: invitation of the executive 
committee of the Sloat Monument. Asso- 
ciation of California, through Comrade 
William N. Hilton, chairman of a special 
committee, and ol Berkeley, Cal., that the 
Texas Association of Mexican War Vet- 
erans contribute a stone of native granite, 
propeKly decorated and inscribed, to be 
placed in the Sloat Monument at Monte- 
rev, Cal.; and that this association, in 
reunion, give its secretary authority to 
select and send stone ' to be so placed, 
to be paid for out of the funds of the 
association.". 
The Texas stone will crown the south- 
west corner of the base of tho monu- 
ment, and H. W. Thomas Flint, Jr., past 
grand master of California, a/id past mas- 
ter of Texas Lodge No. 46, F. and A. M., 
with .its officers and members will be 
invited to lay It. 


On its longest face It will have in the 
center at the top two clasped right hands 
with the following inscription below: 
"Veterans of the Mexican War of the 
State of Texas to California." 


On the south and shorter face will be 
the "Lone Star" encircled by a wreath; 
above it the inscription, "Dec. 29, 1845," 
and below It the figures 28, being the 
date of its admission into the Union, and 
its number on the roll of States, 


Mr. Hilton went from the State of New 


York to Teaxs in 1843 and served in 
Captain Samuel Walker's and Benjamin 
McCulIough's 
companies 
of 
Texas 
Rangers. 


SALOON KEEPER 


IS RESPONSIBLE 


INDIANAPOLIS. Irid., 
June 
28.— 


Under a decision of the Supreme Court 
rendered 
to-day, 
a 
saloon-keeper 


through whose sale of intoxicants a 
man is killed in a brawl, is responsi- 
ble in damages to the child of the de- 
ceased, even though at the time of the 
killing the child is unborn. 
The case came up from Vigo county, 


where the father of 
Wesley Neice, 
born two months after his father was 
shot and killed in a drunken braw't, 
claimed damages. 
The court holds 
that the right of the child to be sup- 
ported by its father is properly a right 
in which the 
unbo-n 
child 
suffers 
equally with any other children the 
parent may have when, deprived b£ 
that support. 
Though the 
sal'o~bn- 
keeper has since died, the court holds 
that his estate is liable to the child 
for the damages sustained.

During the eight years he was in 


hiding in Mexico Gilette made a for- 
tune. It is reported that from gold, 
silver and lead mines in the Parral 
district, State of Chihuahua, he has 
cleared $7,000,0000.

n:oney. For that reason the banking in- 
stitutions or France were not affected.

to provide for an indemnity to Japan is 
vastly different to that of France. Rus- 
sia, to meet an indemnity, will hava to

The war has cost Japan 
about $500,000,000. Japan can easily get 
an equivalent lor that outlay by exacting 
the surrender of the Russian railway in 
Manchuria, Including'all the territory in 
Manchuria held by Russia and all the 
Russian warships

laid up in Eastern ports. 
In addition 


thereto Japan can well afford to be rea- 
sonable on a money indemnity, and wha.t 
is exacted should be made payable in 
long installments extending over a period 
of. say, five years or more. Japan has 
at least $60,000,000 to her credit at the 
present time in different New York in- 
stitutions, and this money may remain 
icre if Japan secures an immediate pay- 
ment of money indemnity. If not, it is 
likely to be drawn out very soon after 
peace is established. The weakening of 
Russia as a nation by the war is most 
unfortunate for France, as there will now 
be a constant fear that Germany will 
seek another war with France on some 
slight, pretext to get another indemnity, 
and the next one will be for at least 
double what the last was. For Germany 
to be able to draw $2,000,000,00j from 
France as a result of another victorious 
war would make 
a 
long prosperous 


period for Germany, and would make the 
Gepman people worship their Emperor, 
thereby gratifying his vanity and ambi- 
tion. This alone would be almost suffi- 
cient incentive to bring about a war. It 
Is intimated that when peace between 
Japan and Russia is effected the former 
will want to 
negotiate 
$250,000,000 in 


loans. That, however, does not mean an 
addition to the bonds already outstand- 
ing-; it simply means that she will take 
up her 6 per cent bonds 'at par and sub- 
stitute new 4 per cent bonds In their 
place.
